ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A method for hierarchical specification and modeling of scheduling in 
system-level simulations. The invention addresses the specification aspect by 
introducing an explicit notion of a scheduler that must be designed as part of the 
system. A scheduler effectively represents a scheduling policy for an architectural 
resource. A scheduling policy governs how behaviors assigned to a resource, gain 
access and share the resource.
